WO TRAINMEN MEET 
DEATH IN REAR END 
TRAIN COLLISION 


Joroner's Inquest Will Be Held Tomorrow Into 
Worst Passeng er Wreck in History of 
This Vicinity 


The worst railroad wreck in the history of 
the 
hicag o & Northwestern in the Dixon vicinity 
o c- 
rred at the passeng er station here at 11:50 Sa t- 
day nig ht when the speeding west bound 
ma il 
a im No. 5, ploug hed into the rear of the San 
Fra n­ 
co Challeng er, No. 87, directly in front of the pa s- 
ng er station. 
The locomotive of the mail 
tra in 
a rtia lly telescoped the rear coach of the 
co a st 
ound passeng er train which had just started 
mo v - 
g out of the station. 
Two trainmen were probably instantly killed, 
hris Larson, veteran eng ineer, who was at the 
rottle of the mail train and flag man Charles Voelz 
ho was in the vestibule on the rear coach of the 
halleng er. Eng ineer Larson was badly scalded 
by 
earn from broken pipes and both men were pinned 
the wreckag e. 
Their bodies were not removed 
ntil some hours afterward when sections of the 
eavy steel had been burned aw ay to permit re­ 
oval. 
Fireman Biesel of Chicag o on the locomotive 
f the mail train, was buried beneath coal and 
eckag e, but crawled out of the cab, suffering 
nly minor bruises. 
500 ON CHALLENGER 
Almost 500 persons were aboard the Challeng er which 
ad stopped at Dixon to permit the removal of the body of 
ieut. William Hardy , who was accidentally drowned at 
aim Beach, Fla., Wednesday . Relatives of the air corps of- 
icer who were at the station narrowly escaped being victims 
f the wreck as they ran to safety as the tender of the mail 
rain, rolling along the rig ht of way , tore away sections of 
he passeng er station canopy . 
Members of the Challeng er crew stated that the g reat- 
r number of injured passeng ers were those who were in 
he aisles at the time of the crash. None of the sleeping car 
asseng ers was reported to have been injured aside from 
ing shaken up. It was reported that there were 418 coach 
asseng ers on the Challeng er and 71 sleeping car passeng ers. 
The force of the impact broke the Challeng er into three 
ections, snapping off draw bars. There were 16 coaches on 
he coast-bound passeng er train, the majority of which were 
aden with soldiers and sailors who were returning to the 
estern posts after spending Christmas furloug hs at home. 
Representative-elect Ly le Prescott of Dixon who was 
n the station platform and witnessed the collision, described 
t as follows: 
Ey ewitness’ Story 
“The first intuition of a train following the Challeng er, 
as when the headlig ht appeared coming west around the 
urve. Then the fire started fly ing from the wheels, as it ap- 
ared that the eng ineer applied the emerg ency brakes, 
nd then a terrible crash. Then t^e screams of the passeng ers 
n the Challeng er could be heard. 
“The tender of the mail train rolled over and over and 
ore away sections of the station canopy and paving bricks 
from the platform, flew in every direction. 
"The 
last coach of the Chal­ 
leng er was thrown up on end as 
the locomotive of the mail train 
struck it. tearing away the for­ 
ward end of the steel car. 
The 
co a ch appeared to have been up­ 
ended. then dropped back on the 
tra cks and was struck ag ain. It 
all happened in just an instant and 
was a terrible sig ht to witness '’

portation manag er, and two am bu­ 
lances which were pressed into 
service removing the injured to 
the hospital. 
About 50 of the passeng ers were 
hauled to the LMxon state hospital 
where they were furnished sleep­ 
ing accommodations, while officers 
of Co. A. Illinois Reserve Militia, 
Dixon post. No. 12, American Leg ­ 
ion and the Nachusa hotel offered 
their 
accommodations 
to

A loaded express car on the mail 
' train which was derailed 
burst 
open and women's ling erie, rifle 
I shells, wearing apparrel and hard­ 
ware were strewn over the station 
platform. A force of men started 
g athering up the broken cases of 
express about 1 o'clock this m orn­ 
ing . 
Captain W alter Heckman of Co. 
A, Illinois Reserve Militia, arrived 
on the scene about 3:30 this morn­ 
ing with several members of the 
company who were placed on g uard 
duty around the wreckag e, which 
was strewn for half a mile along 
the main 
line tracks.

was left undone which would pro­ 
vide for the comfort of the almost 
500 passeng ers of the 
wrecked 
coast-bound Challeng er.

Alg iers, Sunday , Dec. 27 .— fAP) 
Gen. Henri Honoré Giraud, fa­ 
mous French warrior who has es­ 
caped from German prisons in two 
wars, was 
named 
unanimously 
early today by the-Firnoh imper­ 
ial council to succeed. Admiral Jean 
Darlan as hig h commissioner of 
French Africa and wag g ranted 
full nilitarv and civil powers. 
The selection by 
the 
council 
g overning the vast African em­ 
pire of the French was made a few 
hours after an impressive funeral 
was g iven his assassinated prede­ 
cessor, a funeral in which Giraud 
himself paid his final tribute to 
Darlan. 
Gen. Giraud, thus 
g iven 
full 
power as hig h commissioner and 
commander-in-chief of the French 
land, sea and air forces in French 
Africa, called for unity in an order 
of the day issued immediately aft­ 
er his selection was announced. 
The order follows: 
"Assuming the functions of hig h 
commissioner of 
French 
Africa 
after the trag edy which cost Ad­ 
miral D alian’s life, I ask all to 
stand united behind me to assure, 
with the support of our allies, the 
success of our armies. 
Only One Thing Co unts 
"Only one thing counts: France 
and her empire; there is but one 
aim: victory .** 
The order was sig ned by Giraud 
as ‘‘g eneral of the army , hig h com­ 
missioner in French Africa, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the land, sea 
and air forces.” 
A French spokesman said Gir­ 
aud has y et to select his cabinet of 
advisors.
